LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

In the Senate on Friday, petitions 
Were presented asking for a hospital at 
the Tewksbury Almshouse, and the 
annexation of Somerville and Charlestown 
to Boston, In the House, the town of 
Winchester petitionod for leave to supply 

| themselves with pure water. Several 

prominent gentlemen offered to place a 
bust of Hon. Geo, 8. Boutwell in the 
State House. Billa were reported pro- 
viding for flrewards, and regulating the 
transportation of nitro-glycerine. 

In the Senate on Saturday, the report 
of the State Board of Health was pre- 
sented, an abstract of which will be found 
elsewhere. In the House the resolve to 

j aid in the suppression of the cattle dia- 
ease was taken from the table and passed, 

On Monday but little was done in the 
| Senate, In response to an order of the 
| House the State Constable sent in « 
| statement of the number of State Con- 
stables on half pay as 22, and of those 
| without pay, except the usual fees of 
| civil officers, as 26. 

In the Senate on Tuesday, an order 
was passed to inquire into the expediency 
ofa provision by which the legislature 

| shall be prohibited from passing local 
and special laws in any case for which 
provision now exists, or shall hereafter 
|be made by any general law. In the 
House it was proposed to amend the 
laws so as to prohibit the killing of wood- 
cock only between the first day of Janu- 
ary and the fourth day of July in each 
year; and to prohibit the killing of quail 
only between the first day of January 
and the fifteenth day of October in each 
year, 

On Wednesday the Senate ordered an 
inquiry into the expediency of abolishing 
the administration of oaths now required 
by law. In the House a bill was re- 
ported incorporating the New England 
Shoe and Leather Association, also to 
authorize aqueduct corporations, cities 
and towns to take water from streams, 
land and reservoirs, and to lay and re- 
pair water-pipes, and for the assessment 
of damages, 

On Thursday the liquor question came 
up in the House and was discussed, and 
the State Police appropriation waa also 
considered. An order was introduced 
inquiring into the expediency of limiting 
the number of passengers conveyed by 
horse-cars,

Rerorr OF THE STATE CONSTABLE, 
Major Edward J. Jones had submitted 
his report for the year 1870 in print. He 
gives a full account of the work per- 
formed by the force, and bis detailed 
stutements and tables show that method 
and a correct business system has been 
adopted by the Chief Constable in the 
management of department, We 
believe that the force is increasing in 
public favor, and that, with perbaps a 
few exceptions, the men engaged on it 
are efficient and upright officers, Major 
Jones complains that it has often been
